CAIRO. — Egypt la taking- a long- 
term view of negotiations on West 
Bank and Gaza autonomy and la un- 
perturbed -by reports that Interior 
Minister Yosef Borg will present 
what Egypt considers an unaccep- 
table security plan when he meets 
Egyptian Foreign Minister K&mal 
Hassan All in - Washington on 
-Wednesday and Thursday. 

' All made a token gesture of 
protest against the plan on Friday, 
calling It "a contradiction of the 
Camp David accords.” But when be 
met reporters yesterday he said 
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Shamir raps Egypt 
for ‘anti-Semitism’ 
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Jerusalem Pest Reporter 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
-has scored what he called recent 
anti-Semitic blasts by Egyptian 
spokesmen and by the Egyptian 
press. 

Speakings at a United Israel 
Appeal-Keren Hayesod dinner in 
Caesarea last night, Shamir said,. 
'Tn recent weeks It has been dif- 
ficult to tolerate attacks on the 
Israel government by the Egyptian 
press and by - official spokesmen 
which sometimes included anti- 
Semitic overtones.” 


Egypt would "wait and see" 
whether the Washington talks 
would give evidence of an Israeli 
"change of attitude.” 

From the Egyptian point of view, 
the main purpose of All's t alks with 
Burg will be to arrange for future 
meetings at carefully spaced Inter- 
vals. Numerous meetings would be 
Unnecessary and anti-climactic. 
Too few would make It more dif- 
ficult to resume subs tantial talks 
under what Cairo calls more 
favourable conditions. 

But All meanwhile told the Egyp- 
tian dally “Al-Gomhourlya” that 
Egypt had set the end of the calen- 
dar year as a deadline for reaching 
an agreement on autonomy. 

In an interview published Thurs- 
day. he said that if no agreement 
were reached, Egypt would “take a 
new stand." He repeated that 
Egypt was prepared to resume 
negotiations with no pre-conditions. 
Renewal of talks in a relaxed at- 
mosphere would ensure that the 
Palestinians were not “left to the 
mercy of the Israelis,” he said. 

Since taking office last month. All 
has consistently expressed Egypt's 
commitment to the Camp David ac- 
cords regardless of Israeli 
measures on the West Bank. “The 
Camp David process must go on 
and no one in the Middle East can 
bear the responsibility of stopping 
(OoBtfmied on page 2, ooL 8) 
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-•-The government and military 
-planners have completed plans for 
the IDF redeployment decided on 
at Camp David when autonomous 
rule Is granted to the West Bank 
. and Gaza. 

Construction has already begun 
on the installations which Israeli 
forces will occupy after the move. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
who heads Israel’s autonomy 
negotiating team, was sharply 
Critical of publication of the plan by 
the radio and the press. Inter- 
viewed on the radio's weekly news 
magazine on Friday prior to leav- 
ing for Washington for con- 
sultations on renewing the 
autonomy talks, Burg said that 
■ Whoever leaked the plan should be 
punished. He added that the 
programme was not complete: 
Only general principles have been 
laid down so far, and not details. 

. "Render unto autonomy what 
belongs to autonomy, and render 
unto security what belongs to 
security,” Burg said, commenting 
on the point. 

The plan, apparently completed 
after a series of consultations at 
government level, delineates those 
parts of the administered 
territories to be regarded as 
''security areas.” 

These include the Jordan Valley, 
the main roads throughout the 
territories, positions along the 


■hilltops and' the road across 
Samaria. 

The IDF would also retain 
freedom of movement -between its 
bases, without having to ask per- 
mission from the autonomy council, 
and the siting of the bases would 
provide continuity between the 
Jewish settlements in the areas. 
The size of IDF forces in the West 
Bank and Gaza would be reduced 
along the lines set in the Camp 
David accords. 

The army would withdraw from 
all urban centres, but a presence 
would be kept up on the o u t skirts at 
big towns, so as to be in a position to 
move quickly In the event of a 
threat to Israel's security. . 

Another principle' in the plan is 
that air space over the West Bank 
and Gaza would remain in Israeli 
control. , 

The insistence on free movement 
without permission from the 
autonomous authority is at odds 
with the Egyptian interpretation of 
-Camp David on the issue and is like- 
ly to run into opposition when the 
autonomy negotiations resume. 

Asked what he expects from his 
Washington visit, the interior 
minister said the first priority is to 
set a date for the resumption of the 
stalled autonomy talks. Burg said 
the Washington meetings will be 
“talks about talks — like threading 
a needle that has long been out of 
use.”

Libya ready to spar with Egyptian army

The Libyan Foreign Ministry said 
yesterday that the Libyan armed 
forces have been instructed to 
strike at Egyptian military in- 
stallations should the Egyptian 
armed forces adhere to govern- 
ment orders to attack Libya. 
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Another'statement quoted Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi as say-, 
ing that Libya would no longer wait 
for President -Anwar Sadat to wage 
war when he pleases. 

Gaddafi did not elaborate, but 
noted that Sadat posed “a more 
serious threat to Libya, the Arab 
nation and the Palestine cause, 
than, .any aggression on earth.” 
Egypt was “turning into a zone of 
Influence for the Israelis and 
Americana," he added. 

Gaddafi said that “the cause and 
those behind” the current tension 
between Egypt and Libya “should 
be eliminated once and for all so 
that no more wars break out.” .

Second woman found 
strangled in Jerusalem

The strangling of a second elderly 
Jerusalem woman in less than 
three days has prompted police to 
appoint the city's top detective to 
head a special team to Investigate 
both slayings. 

A source close to the Investiga- 
tion confirmed yesterday ' that the- 
modits operondi of both slayings 
was “too similar for coincidence." 

Friday evening, the body of 72- 
year-old Brucha Borochov was dis- 
covered bound and gagged with a 
rag in her one-room flat at the 
Bukharan Quarter home for the 
elderly. 

On Thursday, police were called 
to Beit Hakerem where a relative of 
70-year-old Miriam Gittleson found 
the dead woman bound and gagged 
with a roll of toilet paper. She was 
apparently murdered sometime on 
Wednesday. 


Police sources said they are not 
ruling out that both murders, which 
at first appeared to be off-shoots of 
robbery attempts, “may be the 
work of a psychopath.’’ 

It la still not clear whether 
anything was stolen from either of 
the women. Gittleson was the 
widow of a well-known Jerusalem 
- physician. 

But the meagre furnishings of the 
Social Affairs Ministry- 
municipality home for the elderly 
In the Bucharan quarter make it un- 
likely that the woman waa singled! 
out for a robbery attempt, police 
sources said. 

, The two murders came on the 
heels of last Tuesday’s fatal 
shooting of Jerusalem bar-owner 
Philip “Pinky" fOtniTnww, who was 
a prominent figure in the city's 
■nightlife. ••

Assad reported hurt by bomb 


LONDON (UPI). — Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad was slightly in- 
jured on Thursday in an assassina- 
tion attempt in Damascus, accor- 
ding to the BBC and the “Guar- 
dian" newspaper yesterday. 

The BBC, in a report attributed to 
diplomatic sources, said an uniden- 
tified man threw a bomb at Assad's 
automobile as he was accom- 
panying visiting Niger President 
Seyni Kountche to Damascus air- 
port. 

Assad was slightly injured In the 
foot, the BBC said. It gave no other 
details. 

It said the assassination attempt 
was not reported In the Syrian 
press, but it leaked out through 
diplomatic channels whom the BBC 
called reliable. 

“The Guardian” said according 
to reports reaching Beirut the 
attempt took place near the state 
guest house a few hundred metres 
from the Meridien Hotel and one of 
the headquarters of the president's 


brother. Rlfaat Assad, commander 
of the elite internal security forces. 

The newspaper said it was 
presumed the attack was carried 
out by the Syrian terrorist un- 
derground. 

It said two weeks ago several 
members of- the anti-gov ern ment 
Moslem Brotherhood who were un- 
der sentence of death escaped from 
prison. 


The BBC quoted its Middle East 
correspondent as saying the 
attempt reflected the Internal strife 
in Syria. 

Hie BBC Middle East correspon- 
dent, commenting on the report, 
said in the last month there have 
been strikes and riots In Aleppo, 
Syria’s second largest city, and in 
other cities. 


He blamed the unrest on govern- 
ment corruption and police state 
tactics, though the government 
traces the unrest to Moslem ex- 
tremists. 


Bani-Sadr is pessimistic 


over U.S. hostage crisis 


TEHERAN (UPI). — Iranian 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
has declared the crisis over the 58 
American hostages “insoluble,” ac- 
cording to a speech' reported yester- 
day by Iran’s state-owned Pars 
news agency. • - 

It was not certain what prompted 
the pessimistic assessment from 
Bani-Sadr, a moderate who has 
previously called for the hostages’ 
release. 

But the speech on Friday night In 
a Teheran mosque came only hours 
after his government came under 
severe criticism from religious 
leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini for moving too slowly to 
tackle the country’s internal 
problems. 

Khomeini said, “If they (govern- 
ment officials) are unable to act, let 
them quit so that we can find in- 
dividuals who are not ineffective.” 

Bani-Sadr and members of his 
cabinet and the revolutionary coun- 
cil met Khomeini yesterday and 
beard a new warning to . "anti- 
revolutionaries" in the govern- 
ment. - . 

- The 88-year-old religions leader 


said bureaucrats will face the firing 
squad If they are caught using of- 
fice stationery left over from the 
shah’s regime. The stationery 
bears the deposed monarch's 
emblem of an imperial lion and sun 
crests, according to Teheran Radio. 

“What I said about the shahansha 
emblem should be carried out In 10 
days, even If Iran loses one billion 
rials (534m.) — which it would 
not.” Khomeini said. “The tops of 
the stationery should he cut off. If 
possible, the emblem of the institu- 
tion of the Islamic Republic should 
be printed on them. 

“Write on plain white paper. 
There will be no loss at all,” the 
Moslem leader advised. 


Bomb in Nablus 


NABLUS (Itim). — A Molotov 
cocktail was thrown at a Border 
Police Jeep In central Nablus on 
Friday night, but It missed Its 
mark. 

No Injuries or damage were caus- 
ed, and by last night no arrests had 
been reported.

CAIRO. — The deposed shah of Iran 
was reported yesterday to be very 
seriously ill in a Cairo hospital, and 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
asked the nation to pray for Ms 
recovery. 

The 60 -year-old ex-monarch, liv- 
ing in exile here since last March, 
was taken on Friday to Maadi 
military hospital on the banks of the 
Nile. Hospital sources reported he 
was In pain. 

.. No medical bulletins were issued, 

but President Sadat, speaking in 
Alexandria, said, "The (shah’s) 

, case Is very serious — all of us have 
to pray." 

He told reporters that the latest 


relapse In the shah’s health started 
with a bout of pneumonia and that a 
team of French and Egyptian doc- 
tors was treating him . The s h a h is 
suffering from cancer of the 
lymphatic system. 


Asked whether the shah’s life was 
hi danger, Sadat replied: “I am not 
God.” He said he had asked for 
hourly medical reports and was 
standing by to travel to Cairo. 


In an Interview he gave In May 
but which appeared yesterday in 
the weekly "October” magazine, 
the 'shah said Iran is “creep i n g on 
its belly towards Communism” and 
will be the next victim of Soviet in- 


tervention. after Afghanistan, un- 
less patriots move to overthrow the 
Islamfo regime of Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

The shah said the Soviet Union 
would have had second thoughts 
about Invading Afghanistan if he 
had remained In power comman- 
ding the strong military machine 
built up during his 37-year reign. 

The shah said he believed the 
West would do nothing to stop the 
Soviet Union taking over Iran. 
"Iran will become a Communist 
state -at an astounding speed,” the 
shah told magazine editor Asia 
Mans our, a confidant of Sadat.

In wake of Meshel-Shavit accord 


Wages to rise 25% 
in August — with C-o-L

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut is 
today expected to endorse the 
agreement reached with 
private employers for a 15 per 
cent wage hike to be paid in two 
instalments. The government's 
economic cabinet is expected to 
follow suit tomorrow by offer- 
ing public service workers a 
slightly lower Increase in 
wages. 

But members of several powerful 
works committees said yesterday 
the rank and file might not accept 
the agreement worked out between 
Histadrut Secretary-General 
Teroham .Meshel and Manufac- 
turers' Association President 
Avrah&m Shavit on Friday. 

Friday's agreement means that 
most July salaries will be 25 per 
cent higher than those of the month 
before, because the quarterly in- 
crease in the cost-of-llving 
allowance is also due on August 1. 
Meshel said yesterday that the 
agreement is contingent on 
quarterly adjustments of income 
tax brackets. 

Salaried workers who so far 
grossed IS2.000 a month will get 
IS2.535 a month as of August 1. 
Those who had a pre-tax salary of 
183,000 will be paid 133,802.50. and 
those with salaries of 184,000 will 
get 185,070 a month. 

The 7.5 per cent increase in basic 
wages is retroactive to April 1, but 
the arrears will probably be paid 
over a number of months. The 
private employers cannot pay that 


much money In one shot. Halm 
Kamlnitz, head of the labour com- 
mittee of the Coordinating Bureau 
of Economic Organizations told The 
Jerusalem Post 

The second Instalment of 7.5 per 
cent will be made towards the end 
of 1980. Meshel and Shavit are to 
decide the matter within a month, 
the agreement said. 

The Histadrut demanded that 
basic wages be raised again In Oc- 
tober, but private employers said 
they would not increase pay again 
before December. 

If the second 7.5 per cent Instal- 
ment is paid in October, basic 
wages will have Increased on the 
average by 11.25 per cent during 
1980/81. That is what the Histadrut 
and the private employers reckon 
to be necessary to protect the real 
value of wages should inflation 
reach 120 per cent this year, as 
predicted. If the second Instalment 
is paid in December or January, 
wages will have increased by 10 to 
10.5 per cent this year, the coor- 
dinating bureau estimated. 

Participants in Friday's four- 
■and-a-half hour meeting at Shavlt’s 
Afeka home said negotiations were 
"very tough,” sometimes coming 
close to breakdown. A deadlock 
would have led to labour strife. In- 
cluding strike^ in some Industries. 

The private employers were un- 
willing to be forthcoming, because 
they feared some industries could 
not afford much higher payrolls. 
Some plants cannot increase even 
the cost-of-living allowance, 
Kaminitz said. He added that he 
believed some Industries would 
have to conclude special 


arrangements with their 
employees, because they cannot 
comply with the agreement. 

Meanwhile, the Civil Service 
Commission has recommended 
raises of 1.5 to 2 per cent lower than 
the Increases offered to production 
workers. “We want to encourage 
people to move from the services to 
the production sector,” an aide to 
Civil Service Commissioner E1 tan : 
Jacobson explained last night. But 
Independent observers doubted 
whether civil servants would 
accept smaller Increases than other 
workers. 


Golan’s killer

The man who killed Security Ser- 
vices officer Moshe Golan last week 
was killed yesterday In an ex- 
change of fire with security men on 
the outskirts of Nablus, the army 
spokesman announced. 

The spokesman said that when 
Identified, the man opened fire on 
the security personnel. They 
returned fire and killed him. 

According to the spokesman the 
wuui, «n-»u* Mahmoud Habash, 21. 
of Raiafo, was carrying the pistol 
he used to kill Golan. The security 
officer was killed last Wednesday 
and a news blackout was Imposed 
on the investigation. A curfew was 
Immediately clamped on B alat a 
and lifted on Friday.

who earlier voted with the 10 - 
member majority in favour of the 
boycott, is to propose that Israel 
.send a sports team to Moscow. 


Cfsp! announced last night that 
he will demand reversal of the deci- 
sion to boycott the games in view of 
the Knesset Sports Committee’s 
recommendation last, week that a 
three-member Israel delegation go 
to Moscow for the International 
Olympic Committee General 
Assembly. 


Inte rview ed by Israel TV last 
night, Caspi said that the Knesset 
Sports Committee decision, follow- 
ing the examples of the U.S. and 
West Germany, did not make sense 
in view of the boycott of the actual 
games. Caspi said that if the 
boycott -does not apply, to the 
assembly, Israel's Olympic team 
should not be barred from the 
games. . 


The question is to come up at 
today's meeting of the IOC. Caspi, 


Caspi said he win propose today 
to withstand any pressure from the 
prime minister and the Knesset and 


to go ahead with arrangements to 
send a team to Moscow. He was 
confident that all formal 
arrangements could still be made 
despite the short notice. 

Caspi noted that Israel's team 
had not been dispersed and 
preparations for the games could 
easily be stepped up. Despite his 
earlier support for boycotting the 
games, Caspi thought It was an un- 
fortunate move which was no 
longer justified. 

Athlete Blather Roth said last 
night that the Olympic team fails to 
understand why sports func- 
tionaries should be permitted to go 
to Moscow while the sports team 
should stay home.

Renewed disagreement between 
the defence establishment and the 
Treasury is expected at today's 
cabinet meeting. The cabinet is ex- 
pected to accept the proposals by 
the ministerial economic -com- 
mittee for further cuts in the state 
budget, amounting to 18540m. 

The proposed cuts are made up of 
lS280m. In manpower reductions, of 
which ISlOOm. will come off the 
defence budget allocation; an 
across-the-board cut in purchasing 
allocations from all civilian 
ministries amounting to ISllOm., 
and in the defence ministry's 
purchasing allocation of ISlOOm.; a 
saving of ISlOm. by abolishing 
posts of emissaries abroad; and one 
of IS40m. achieved by cutting back 
on technical training programmes. 

The defence establishment is 
totally opposed to another cut In its 
budget, “it was clear to us when we 
agreed to the IS700m. cut just last 
week — arrived at after hundreds 
of hours of negotiations — that this 


was the end and that we could start 
planning rationally. We will not 
tolerate another cut because we 
cannot, and also because it has 
become impossible to. begin plan- 
ning ahead," a senior military 
source told The Jerusalem Post last 
night- 

On Thursday. Chief of Staff Rav- 
Aluf Rafael Eitan said in Kiryat 
Shmona that the proposed new cuts 
in the defence allocation would 
affect the security of the state, and 
that the government "could not" 
Rllow them. 

But the Treasury contends that 
thousands of workers were added to 
the defence system's wage bill dur- 
ing the past year, at a time when 
the non-military sector of the civil 
service pruned its manpower by six 
per cent. 

The proposed cut in' defence es- 
tablishment manpower Is smaller 
than the number of workers who 
came into the system last year. 

There are no reports of opposition 
by civilian ministers to the cuts 
proposed by the economic cabinet.

WASHINGTON. — Islamic spon- 
sors of a pending UN Security Coun- 
cil resolution on Jerusalem are 
reported to have dropped earlier 
demands calling for economic s&nc- 
| tions against Israel. 

Well-placed sources said that this 
' could pave the way for a possible 
U.S. abstention when the resolution 
comes up for a vote, probably 
tomorrow. 

U.S. officials had earlier made it 
clear that the U.S. would veto any 
resolution calling for anti-Israel 
sanctions. 

' In an effort to avoid the American 
veto, the Arabs and their UN 
backers are now demonstrating an 
apparent willingness to soften 
somewhat the draft language. 

In recent days, Israeli Am- 
bassador Ephraim Evron has 
appealed directly to senior ad- 
ministration officials as part of the 
1 continuing effort to secure an 
American veto. 

But U.S. officials are continuing 
to study the language of the newer 
draft. One source predicted that the 
Americans will be debating 
whether to veto right up until the 
actual roll call. 

As explained by U.S. officials, the 
general principle guiding U.S. votes 
is as follows: if a resolution sub- 
stantively changes policy, then the 
U.S. vetoes. If the resolution mere- 
ly reiterates existing policy (even if 


one-sidedly against Israel), then 
the U.S. abstains. 

There Is very little likelihood that 
the U.S. would actually, support an 
anti-Israel resolution, given the up- 
roar which followed the March I 
UN "flip-flop" vote. 

The Carter administration is un- 
der strong domestic political 
pressure during the current 
presidential campaign not to anger 
Israel's vocal American sup- 
porters. 

On the other hand, the ad- 
ministration. especially the State 
Department, fears overly upsetting 
S&udi Arabia and the rest of the 
Arab world. 

As it stands now, the draft resolu- 
tion asks the Security Council to 
call urgently on Israel to stop 
measures which would affect the 
character and status of Jerusalem. 

The resolution originated at last 
month's Islamic Conference, which 
decided c'i the UN action in 
response to MK Geula Cohen’s bill 
to reaffirm all of Jerusalem as 
Israel’s capital. 

The American Jewish Congress 
has telegraphed the White House, 
asking President Jimmy Carter to 
order the U.S. delegation to veto the 
proposal. 

"It would once again make 
access to the holy places subject to 
the arbitrary judgment of the same 
authorities who for decades denied 
permission for Jews to worship at 
the Western Wall," Congress presi- 
dent Howard Squadron said.

Palestine news agency Wafa said. 

"Eid Shehadeh Mohammed was 
executed this morning after being 
found guilty of "undermining the 
Palestinian revolution and commit- 
ting several civil crimes," Wafa 
said. 

It said he was sentenced by a 
Palestinian revolutionary tribunal. 
The agency did not say where the 
sentence was carried out. 


How to cut 
housing costs 
in half 

WARSAW (UPI). — A mass police 
inspection of private construction 
sites all over the country has dis- 
covered that at least so per cent of 
building materials used in private 
construction were stolen from state 
companies, the newspaper 
"Zyciewarszawy" said yesterday. 

It said the police operation — code- 
named “House” — took place June 
20 and 11 and specifically aimed at 
searching for stolen building 
materials. 

The inspection found that on some 
2,328 construction sites of private 
detached or semi-detached houses, 
some 50 per cent of building 
materials had come from theft of 
state property. 

The inspection resulted In hun- 
dreds of arrests and more than 600 
people will be put on trial for serious 
offences, the paper said. In addi- 
tion. some 2.000 people will pay 
fines in magistrates courts for 
lesser offences.

Haifa police chief believes 
crooks are one-up on cops

HAIFA. — "Today's police have 
neither the means nor the man- 
power to do a really good job, and 
the situation Is rapidly 
deteriorating, "■ Haifa police chief 
Tat-Nltzav Avraham Turgeman 
said on Friday. 

"We will soon reach a point 
where nobody will be able to lay Ms 
hands on criminals, because they, 
will have the faster cars and the 
better equipment." 

Speaking at the Haifa Engineers 
Club, Turgeman noted that "adding 
insult to injury, the police, are not 
even properly supported by the law. 
A suspect, for Instance, Is not oblig- 
ed to tell police anything, nomatter 


what he. Is charged with. He can 
refuse to give blood or hair 
samples, or refuse to take a lie- 
detector, test. He has to answer ac- 
cusations only In court." 

Criminals take advantage of fbi* 
and often tell judges that "they 
have been forced to go through 
tests, sign confessions and tbe like. 
There is no way we can prove they 
have done that of their own will.” 
The same was true, he said of many 
complaints of "police brutality” 
during interrogations." I have per- 
sonal knowledge that at least 90 per 
cent of such complaints are false,” 
Turgeman claimed. 

Despite all shortcomings, the 
Haifa police have managed to curb 
the crime rate in the city 
significantly, he added. 


Court clears former ports official 


HAIFA (Itim). — The former chief 
engineer of the Ports Authority, 
Yitzhak Loesser, who alaorserved 
as the head of the development 
team at Haifa Port, was cleared on 
Friday of all charges that he took 
bribes to favour certain contracting 
Aims. • 

Two engineers who own such 
companies. Dr. Ya’acov Caravan 
and Zvi Palgi, were cleared of 
offering bribes. 

The case was heard by District 
Court Judge Amnon Carmi, after 
Porta Authority Director-General 
Yitzhak R&hav complained to 
police that Loesser, who was in 
charge ‘ of development projects 


worth millions of pounds, had 
accepted stock in Caravan and 
P&lgi's companies, as well as other 
benefits. 

Judge Carmi found that some of 
the .deals in question were never 
realized and that some of Loesser' s 
behaviour resulted from the lack of 
detailed regulations governing his 
job rather than criminal Intent. 

He also ruled that "in general, 
one can say that in several matters, 
Yitzhak R&hav's memory betrayed 
him," but he refused to accept the 
defence’s contention that Rahav 
was acting purely out of personal 
interest when he brought the com- 
plaint against Loesser.

Kollek outlines failures of Project Renewal

Rarely can so many people have 
been made so miserable by so much 
money and good Intentions. 

Most miserable of all was Mayor 
Teddy Kollek as he attempted to ex- 
plain Friday to a group of Jewish 
leaders from three American cities 
why the f9ro. they and their com- 
munities had funnelled Into Project 
Renewal during the past two years 
had stm not emerged in the three 
Jerusalem neighbourhoods they 
were destined for. 

Deputy Mayor Elad Peled, 
responsible for coordinating Pro- 
ject Renewal in the capital, told the 
visitors that the residents of the 
three neighbourhoods were mis- 
erable to the point of a major social 
explosion at the lack of action. 

The Americans tried to put a 
brave face on it, but they too ad- 
mitted that they were "sitting on a 
time-bomb" back home because of 
tbe inability to explain why the 
money so arduously raised was not 
being used. 

At Friday’s meeting In the King 
David Hotel were representatives 
from the Jewish community of 
Washington, D.C. (linked to the 
Shmuel Hanavl quarter), Los 


Angeles (Musrara) and Baltimore. 
(Ir Ganlm), all of whom had attend- 
ed the Zionist Actions Committee 
meetings. 

“Begln's original idea was 
great," said Kollek. referring to the 
prime minister's concept of raising 
money among Jewish communities 
abroad for a massive urban 
renewal programme, with each 
foreign community being directly 
responsible for a specific Israeli 
alum. 

Two things, it seemed, had turned 
&■ noble vision Into a source of 
frustration and bitterness — 
chaotic Israeli bureaucracy and 
exaggerated ' expectations in the 
neighbourhoods themselves. 

With a voice skirting despair, 
Kollek Bald the only way Project 
Renewal could be effective would 
be to give the respective cities In 
Israel direct responsibility for plan- 
ning and Implementation. The in- 
volvement of the government and 
its various ministries had diffused 
the enterprise to the point of 
shapelessness. “Without cen- 
tralisation no one is responsible for 
anything," said Kollek. 

As for expectations in the 
neighbourhoods, he said, they had 


taken on such proportions “that 
they couldn’t be satisfied even If we 
had 85b." 

Peled noted that the mood in the 
neighbourhoods now was to accuse 
the politicians and project 
managers of corruption or inef- 
ficiency, since there seemed to be 
no other way to explain the lack of 
movement after years of waiting. 
The approach of national elections 
and the sharp antagonisms that 
they may raise will likely magnify 
the bitterness, he said. 

Kollek made it clear that he had 
agreed to Involve the municipality 
In Project Renewal despite all his 
political Instincts, “We bear the 
'responsibility for policies we didn't 
formulate and actions we can’t 
defend." 

' When one of the American 
leaders said he felt things were at 
last beginning to move, Kollek 
said: "You said the same soothing 
thing last year In the same soothing 
voice and nothing's happened." 

It was Peled who said why the 
municipality had not thrown up Its 
hands. “The alternative to our par- 
ticipation Is complete chaos, not 
only In urban renewal but In the 
whole social fabric In the city.’-

— Considering 
the storms It has had to weather, 
the stock market is approaching the 
midway point of 1980 in remarkably 
good condition. 

Since last winter, the financial 
world has been buffeted by a crisis 
In the silver market, the onset of a 
sharp recession, and the widest 
swings ever seen in interest rates. 

But with one trading session 
remaining in June, all the major 
stock averages show sizeable gains 
for the year to date. The Dow Jones 
average of 30 Industrials/ with a 
12.3 2 gain to 881A3 ; in the pasLweek, 
stands 43:09 r pqlq^, or about 5 jiqr 
cent, above Its 1979 dose of 83A74. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index, up 1.14 at 
68.84 on the^week, shows a 7 per 
cent gain for the year so far. The 
American Stock Exchange market 
value index, tip 11.64 at 296.76 for 
the week, la about 28 per cent 
higher than it stood at New Year’s. 

The progress those Indicators 
have made has been anything but 
slow and steady. Stock prices shot 
upward early In the year amid a 


near-panic over spiralling inflation. 

They took a steep drop In late 
winter and early spring as the focus 
of attention shifted to a rapidly . 
developing recession. And then 
they rallied again as Interest rates, 
which had been rising steadily for 
more than two years, peaked out at 
record levels and abruptly fell. 

In this volatile climate, stock 
trading volume has been the 
heaviest on record. Turnover at the 
NYSE Is already well past 5 billion 
shares for the year, and seems cer- 
tain to surpass the previous high-of 
8,2 billion set In 1978. . * .. . 

" If the first half of the year offered 
a Tittle something for everybody, 
there la an equal range of choices — 
from heady optimism to deep 
gloom — in Wall Street forecasts 
for the remaining six months. 

Somewhere In the middle is the 
investment policy committee at' 
Goldman, Sachs and Go., which 
recently reported: “We find 
ourselves somewhat ambivalent in 
the sense that we are not par- 
ticularly bullish or bearish about 
current market prospects."

The spokeswoman said that one 
immigrant might be connected to 
another former Soviet citizen found 
dead two months ago on the 
grounds of the Technical University 
of Berlin.

Is believed to have 
belonged to a rival organization for 
the manufacture of counterfeit 
documents, the spokeswoman said. 

According to Berlin justice 
authorities, there have been 173 
cases of suspected falsified Soviet 
exit visas since January.

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Thai-Viet border heats up 
—repatriation plan halted 


BANGKOK. Thailand (UPI). - 
Stepped-up Vietnamese military 
activity forced a halt yesterday In 
the controversial Camhodian 
refugee repatriation programme 
that sparked Hanoi's three-day In- 
vasion of Thailand. 

Meanwhile, there was no news of 
the fate of two American 
photographers and two Red Cross 
officials captured hy Vietnamese 
troops Thursday as they searched 
for wounded along the embattled 
Thai-Caznbodlan border. There was 
no response from Hanoi to Red 
Cross pleas for the safety of the four 
men. 

Vietnamese troops still are In 
control of the Nong Chan border 
camp, where U.S. photographers 
George Llenemann, 31, of Los 
Angeles, and Richard Franken, 35, 
of Miami, were taken prisoner. 

The two Americans were walking 
through the camp, under the 
protection of the Red Cross flag, 
together with Red Cross officials 
Robert Ashe, 26, of Britain, and Dr. 
Pierre Perrin, 36, of France. 

The Thai supreme command 
ordered a temporary halt In the 
UN -supervised voluntary repatria- 
tion programme, citing reasons of 
security along the Thai -Cambodian 
border.

UN censures 
South Africa 
over Angola 

UNITED NATIONS . (Reuter).— 
The Security Council Friday night 
told South Africa to withdraw Its 
troops from Angola immediately or 
face the possibility of more effec- 
tive measures to force compliance. 

The council’s resolution, adopted 
by 12 votes to none, with the U.S., 
Britain and France abstaining, 
called for full and adequate com- 
pensation by South Africa for loss of 
life and damage to p roperty It was 
said to have Inflicted in Angola. 

The resolution — the second time 
in two weeks the council has cen- 
sured South Africa — fallowed com- 
plaints by Angola that It had been 
invaded by a South African 
motorized brigade, several bat- 
talions of South African Infantry 
and combat aircraft. According to 
Angolan estimates, up to 6,000 
South African troops were involved 
and more than 370 Angolans had 
been killed and 255 wounded. 

South African Foreign Minister 
Pik Botha, In a letter to the Security 
Council, said a small combat team 
with some air support had been 
hunting Angola-based guerrillas of 
the South West Africa People’s 
Organisation (SWAPO) but had 
already begun to withdraw.

Italian jetliner crashes; 
81 aboard believed dead

ROME (AP). — Searchers on navy 
ships, small motorboats and 
helicopters found the wreckage of a 
missing Italian jetliner and bodies 
of 28 passengers floating In the 
Tyrrhenian Sea about 150 km. 
southwest of Naples, rescue of- 
ficials said. 

There appeared to be no sur- 
vivors. 

A small motor launch braving the 
w&id-tossed seas was the first to 
locate the aircraft when it found a 
part of the DC-9's tall. Other 
searchers found life-preservers and 
remains of Inflatable rafts. 

The plane had vanished with 81 
.persons aboard during a flight from 
B.ologna to Palermo on Friday 
night. Authorities said they plann- 
ed to take the bodies to. Palermo, 
capital of the Island of Sicily, where 


grief-stricken relatives had stayed 
up all night at the airport awaiting, 
.news of the plane. i 

1 Rescuers said 35 -km. separated 
.the remains of the plane's tall from 
■the bodies they discovered. That led 
officials at the airline, Italy's 
domestic carrier Itavia, to believe 
thqt the plane had exploded and 
scattered its wreckage over a wide 
swath of sea. 

‘“The most likely hypothesis is. 
that the plane blew up In mid-air 
but we don't -know why," Itavia 
spokesman Italo Govern! said. The 
airline said it would appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the disaster. 

. Airline officials said they doubted 
that the crash was the work of 
saboteurs. Govonl 'noted that no 
group had telephoned to claim 
responsibility gfor the crash.

Pact with Kenya 
allows U.S. use 
of Golf facilities 

WASHINGTON (AP). — The State 
Department -announced on Friday 
an agreement with Kenya giving 
the U.S. Increased access to air and 
sea facilities near the Persian Gulf. 

In return, the African country is 
expected to get an unspecified 
amount of American economic aid 
If Congress gives Its approval, U.S. 
officials said. 

Kenya already is receiving U.S.

The department spokesman did 
not mention aid or any details of the 
agreement. The officials said 
Kenya did not want to be Identified 
too closely in public with the U.S.

“Wilmington (Delaware) News’* 
which said that the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation had concluded that 
his actions on behalf of the Libyan 
government had violated a law re- 
quiring registration of foreign 
{[gents. 

The paper quoted high, level FBI 
and Justice Department sources as 
saying the conclusion was reached 
after an investigation determined 


that he had approached several 
State Department officials about 
poor U.S. -Libyan relations. 

The president’s brother also told' 
investigators that he was given 
lavish gifts and promised a large, 
low-interest loan guaranteed by the 
Libyan government, the newspaper 
said. 

The newspaper quoted Its sources 
as saying it was unlikely that he 
would be prosecuted for a criminal 
violation. 

Instead, the newspaper said the 
department may seek the only civil 
penalty available — a court injunc- 
tion prohibiting Carter from 
representing the Libyans any 
further. 


Dutch government survives by two votes 


THE HAGUE (Reuter). — The 
Dutch government on Friday sur- 
vived by two votes a parliamentary 
censure rotation over Its refusal to 
impose a unilateral oil boycott of 
South Africa. 

Some dissident xdembers of the 
ruling Christian Democratic Party, 
who had earlier backed a resolution 
demanding such an embargo, later 
voted against & motion which would 
have meant the downfall of the 
centre-right cabinet 

A censure motion tabled by op- 
position Labour Party leader Joop 
Den Uyl was supported by only 72 of 
the 150 lower house deputies. 
Seventy-four voted against it, with 


the remaining deputies absent or 
abstaining. 

At the end of a marathon debate 
which lasted 'until after dawn, IS 
Christian Democrat dissidents 
backed a Labour call on the govern- 
ment to implement a resolution, 
adopted by a two-to-one parliamen- 
tary majority two weeks ago. 

This ordered the- centre-right 
cabinet to implement a unilateral 1 
oil embargo Immediately because 
of South Africa's apartheid policy. 
The government rejected this 
-resolution on Wednesday, saying it 
was not supported by the 
Netherlands' European Economic] 
Community partners and therefore 
would have insufficient effect.

Egyptian military officials have 
repeatedly expressed fconcern 
about Libya’s stockpiling of Soviet 
weaponry including the latest 
tanks, MIG jets and TU-22 "blinder 
bombers.” At the same time, Libya 
has looked with concern at the U.S. 
pledges to rebuild Egypt's military 
machine with two billion dollars’ 
worth of sophisticated arms, in- 
cluding M-60 tanks and F-18 
fighters. 

"It seems that Gaddafi wants to 
waste Libya's wealth In purchasing

Sudan 
becoming 
a land of

NAIROBI. — The strife-torn Horn 
of Africa and Its adjoining states 
have not known peace tor almost 
two decades, as war after war has 
flared up over, border disputes and 
secessionist demands. 

The fighting has brought misery 
and starvation to countless people. 
Today more than two million in the 
area are living away from their 
homelands — totally dependent on 
host governments and international 
agencies for survival. Of the 10 
million refugees in the world today, 
at least four million are in Africa. 

The Sudan, one of those countries 
affected by bitter Internal conflict 
and inundated by waves of refugees 
.from six neighbouring countries, in- 
cluding Ethiopia, says it can no 
longer carry the burden alone. 

It is appealing to the world for 
help to provide at least semi- 
permanent settlements for half-a- 
mlllion Eritreans, Ugandans, 
Zaireans, Libyans and Chadians 
who at present live a hand-to-mouth 
existence as displaced people. Tbe 
Sudanese accept that most will re- 
main a in the Sudan permanently. 

The* Sudanese appeal was launch- 
ed last weekend as the country 
observed 1980 as the "Year of the 
Refugee.” 

Somalia, another neighbour of 
Ethiopia, has been telling the world 
of its intolerable burden In caring 
for more than one million- people 
who have fled from hostilities In the' 
Ethiopian-held Og&den. Most are 
ethnic Somalia, sometimes with 
relatives to care for them. 
Nevertheless there is now one 
refugee to every four people in 
Somalia. 

Sudan and Somalia have both 
taken their plight to the United 
Nations General Assembly. 
Ethiopia, too, is pleading for help 
for its refugees. 

- All three countries are military 
dictatorships, some more 
benevolent than others, and all are 
elthsr involved In promoting 
secessionist claims or In repressing 
them by force. 

The Sudan's troubles began in 
1953 with the revolt of southern 
rebels demanding secession from 
the Arab government In Khartoum 
shortly after the country gained its 
Independence from Britain and 
Egypt. That bloody conflict dragg- 
ed on in the southern swamps for 17 
years until an armistice In- -4972, 
when the South gained a measure of 
autonomy thanks to President 
Jaafar Numeiry. 

Another bout -of fighting started 
far to the north in i960, when 
Eritreans attempted to press 
demands for secession from 
Ethiopia. And in 1962, when Haile 
Selassie’s government tried to ab- 
sorb the province into the Lion of 
Judah's kingdom, war broke out in 
earnest — and has continued with 
mounting fury ever since. 

Some 360,000 Eritreans have fled 
into tbe Sudan, joining 40,000 Ugan- 
dans, 7,000 Chadians and 5,000 
Zaireans, as well as 60,000 people of 
Sudanese origin who fled from 
Uganda when Idl Amin was 
overthrown. 

Most of these influxes took place 
in the mid 1970s, just as Southern 
Sudan was trying to cope with more 
than a million of Its own people, 
returning from voluntary exile 
after the civil war. 

One of the most serious problems 
lacing the Sudan government is 
that a large number of refugees are 
people from urban backgrounds, 
unsuited to rural life and many of 
them, men and women, skilled and 
talented people. 

This is particularly true of the 
Eritreans, and their competition 
for well-paid jobs has aroused 
resentment among the Sudanese In 
Khartoum, Port Sudan and other 
towns. 

Recently the government decided 
to move all refugees out of the 
cities, but faced the problem of try- 
ing to introduce urban people to 
agricultural life. 

It has begun to establish 80 
agricultural settlements each 
holding 5,000 refugees, as well as 
some suburban settlements outside 
Port Sudan and Gedarof for 10,000 
people each. 

Educating the refugees is an 
enormous additional problem for 
the Sudan, already struggling to 
give a basic education to Its own 
largely illiterate population of 17 
pillion. Tbe Sudan's national 
language ia Arabic, which few of 
the refugees sfpeak. 

The irony is that many urban cen- 
tres in the Sudan are today suffer- 
ing- from a "skill drain*' .as 
Sudanese craftsmen and white- 
collar workers emigrate to 
lucrative jobs In the oil-rich Gulf 
States. 

Many of the refugees, especially 
those who have mast e red Arabic, 
are proving capable replacements, 
but not in the eyes of the Sudanese 
people, who tend to blame themfor 
food, fuel and other shortages. 
Critics accuse the government of 
helping tbe foreigners more than 
the poor Sudanese themselves. 1 

This is why the Sudan. has. now 
been forced to abandon its 
traditional policy of Arab hospitali- 
ty and is trying to persuade the out- 
side world to take on a share of the 
burden. (LOS) •

CAIRO. — Syria and the Soviet 
Union are expected to announce a 
military, alliance treaty soon, the 
mass circulated “Akhbar El-Tom" 
said yesterday. 

The newspaper attributed the 
brief, front-page Item to uniden- 
tified' Egyptian diplomatic souces, 
who. it Is said, alao predicted "very 
important developments in the Mid- 
dle East after the expected an- 
nouncement."

Egypt’s agriculture ‘extraordinarily good’ 


By NIGEL HAWKES 
LONDON. — The farmers of Egypt, 
struggling to feed their country's 
growing population, are unlikely to 
do much better if forced to ape the 
methods of developed countries. In 
fact they would probably do rather 
worse. 

A series of studies by an Israeli 
scientist shows that Egypt's 
agriculture, for all its fallings, is 
already a formidably effective 
system. With Its ancient practices, 
small land holdings, and absence of 
.glossy new machines, it may look 
old-fashioned, but its results, says 
Dr. Gerald St&nhUl of Israel's 
Agricultural Research Organisa- 
tion, remain extraordinarily. good. 

Every hectare of cultivated land 
In Egypt feeds 11.3 people, almost 
twice as many as are fed by the 
same slice of super-efficient 
California, and very much higher 
than the 7.8 people fed per hectare- 
in Israel, often lauded as a mode! of 


modem agriculture. 

And unlike most "modern” far- 
ming systems, Egypt actually gets 
more food calories out of the land 
than It burns in fuel calories to get 
it. For every fuel calorie consumed. 
Egyptian agriculture produces 1.83 
food calories, compared with 0.9 for 
California and 0.41 for Israel. 

How does a traditional 
agricultural system perform so 
well? Egypt's main advantage Is 
that It can get more than one crop a 
year from its irrigated land; In 
fact, it averages five crops every 
three years. Add to that a 
favourable climate, abundant 
water from the Nile,' and a very 
large input of human and animal 
labour, and Egypt's excellent 
agricultural performance becomes 
more understandable. . . 

As long ago as 1800, when 
Napoleon's savants visited Egypt 
and described its society and 
culture in minute detail, Egyptian 
agriculture was more productive 


than that of Europe. The precise 
descriptions given by M.P.S. 
Girard, who accompanied. 
Napoleon's expedition to Egypt In 
1798 and recorded his findings in the 
"Description de l'Egypte" in 1812, 
enabled Dr. Stanhlll to work out 
just how efficient the farmers were 
before the annual inundation of 
their land by the Nile was brought 
under control. 

The deep, fertile soil, year-round 
growing climate, and a skilled and 
industrious peasantry, Dr. Stanhlll 
'concludes, could even then per- 
manently sustain a high level of 
food production, even with a largely 
uncontrolled Nile river flow. 

But today, despite its success, 
Egyptian agriculture is being urged 
to follow the European model if It is 
to keep up with the country’s expan- 
ding population. Dr. Stanhlll 
believes such a course will prove 
disastrous": ‘‘The widespread 
adoption of the type of in- 


dustrialised agriculture so 
successfully practised, for exam- 
ple. in Israel, would not only not In- 
crease Egypt '8 productivity but 
would almost certainly be expen- 
sive. difficult and disruptive to in- 
troduce." 

The reason for this, he saya, la 
that intensive agriculture requires 
such costly inputs, principally of 
fuel; that its output must be concen- 
trated on valuable crops to pay for 
its inputs. While this may work for 
a small country like Israel, a huge 
agriculture like Egypt's, producing 
nothing but luxury foods, would 
rf&on flood the market. The world 
can only consume so many 
avocados. 

A much better model for Egypt. 
Dr. Stanhlll suggests, is that of 
China. Based on multiple cropping, 
high Inputs of water, labour, and 
organic manure, and very limited 
use of farm machinery, the Chinese 
way already has much in common 
with Egypt’s. (LOS)

Borg ties

WIMBLEDON (UPI). — Bjorn 
Borg, deterred only slightly on a 
dark, overcast day. equalled the 
all-time record of 31 consecutive 
victories *at Wimbledon yesterday 
when he defeated Australian Rod 
Frawlay, 6-4, 6-7, 6-1. 7-5. 

In achieving another milestone in 
his quest to be recognized as the 
world's greatest player, Borg 
faltered only In the second set when 
he blew a 5-2 lead in the tie-break, 
losing it 10-8. 

In the final set, Borg was serving 
for the match at 5-4, but prolonged 
the suspense by dropping It at 15, 
throwing in a double fault for good 
1 measure. 

But he came right back for the 
critical break and then held to 
equal the mark set by Rod Laver In 
five appearances between 1961 and 
■1970. 

. The 24-year-old Swede now meets 
Hungarian Balacs Taroczy In the 
fburth round when he will bid to 
break the record with 32 victories. 
■' Like Barg, virtually all of the top 
seeded players in both the men's

Olympic 

village 

MOSCOW. — Ignaty Novikov 
declared the 1980 Olympic Village 
open on Friday afternoon in a 
ceremony featuring goose-stepping 
soldiers and the raising of the 
Olympic flag. 

“Everything is ready," the chair- 
man of the Moscow Olympic 
Organizing Committee told some 1.- 
,000 assembled spectators. "Olym- 
pic IOC President Lord Killanln 
said it’s the best village In history. 
Now It’s time for the builders to 
turn the project over to those who 
will service It." 

Meanwhile, Western European 
national Olympic committees sen- 
ding teams to the 1980 Sommer 
Games In Moscow next month 
yesterday confirmed their decision 
not to participate in the opening or 
closing ceremonies and to use only 
Olympic emblems. 

“All of the national committees 
that have already taken a position 
on this point unanimously con- 
firmed this decision/’ said Claude 
Collard, president of the French 
National Olympic Committee, after 
a meeting in Paris, of 19 European 
committees. 

Collard told reporters that four 
committees — Sweden. Greece, 
Austria and Denmark — have yet to 
make a final decision, "but the 
tendency is to rally to a common 
position." 

The 19 committees participating 
in the meeting included those from 
West Germany and Monaco which 
have decided to follow the 
American-led boycott of the games. 
President Jimmy Carter called for 
the boycott to punish the Soviet 
Union for its intervention in 
• Afghanistan in December. 

In another development, the 
National Broadcasting Company 
(NBC) has filed a 378.3m. insurance 
claim with Lloyds of London to 
cover losses resulting from the 
company's decision not to televise 
the 1980 Moscow Olympics. 

An NBC spokesman said on Fri- 
day that the company was Insured 
for 90 per cent of the 387m. it agreed 
to pay the International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) and the Soviet 
organizing committee for 
American television rights to the 
games. 

NBC said it was insured under its 
policy with Lloyds In case the 
games were terminated or cancell- 
ed or If the U.S. did hot send a team. 
(AP, Reuter)

French second thoughts ? 

IT IS UNCLEAR as yet what the motive was behind French 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing’s warning against the in- 
troduction of super-sophisticated weapons, and especially of a 
nuclear capacity, into the Middle East. 

Whatever the motive, the warning is both timely And welcome 
despite its questionable source. Coming from the French presi- 
dent, it Is difficult to take his warning on its face value because 
of the incontrovertible fact France herself has consistently 
served as the spearhead of Western irresponsibility in injecting 
ever more sophisticated weapons Into the Middle East arms 
:*ace. 

It would be welcome, indeed, if M. Giscard d'Estaing's state- 
ment proves to be a signal of French second thoughts on the role 
Paris has been playing in jolting the Middle Blast arms race 
spiral to levels that constitute a threat not only to peace in th!z 
region but to the security of the entire world. 

It is no secret that France has been the mainstay of Iraq's 
nuclear development programme. There would now seem to be 
reliable Intelligence reports to the effect that France has also 
faeen a major source, whether advertently or inadvertently, of 
the high level-technology that is going into the Libyan financed 
"Islamic atom bomb” which Pakistan is building. 

Could it be that M. Giscard d'Kstalng is Intimating that 
France is ready to draw back from the precipice of nuclear 
proliferation in the volatile Middle East which it has ap- 
proached so blithely in Its headlong dash to assure continued oil 
supplies from the Arab world? 

One would fervently hope so. It is no secret that France has 
been a leading European opponent of the Israel position in her 
ongoing struggle with the Increasingly hostile Arab rejectionist 
states. But the issue of escalating the Arab-Israel dispute to 
nuclear levels should, even in French eyes, transcend the 
questions involved in that dispute. 

Surely it should not be lost on Paris that both Iraq and Libya 
fully qualify as “crazy states”. They, as well as other states 
which are being supplied with sophisticated conventional 
weapons, are so unstable as to constitute a threat not only to 
Israel but to. European and broader Western Interests. . 

Protecting cartels 

UNTRAMMELLED COMPETITION does not always confer the 
greatest good on the greatest number of people, but the blind, 
unreasoned protection of cartels by government certainly never 
does. 

This, however, is precisely what the Health Ministry has done 
in the case of the recent attempt — so rare in Israel — by the 
Alba pharmacies in Jerusalem to break the cartelized price con- 
trol of pharmaceuticals. 

The Pharmacies' Ordinance establishes a unitary price for 
pharmaceuticals and a fixed profit margin of 33 per cent of the 
list price. However, the pharmaceutical industry gives the 
retailers quantity discounts on certain products, which 
sometimes raise the real profit margin to 80 per cent. 

Mr. Avi Raz, the owner of Alba, wanted to pass on to the con- 
sumer some of these quantity discounts, and tried, about a year 
ago, to persuade Health Minister Eliezer Shostak to amend the 
ordinance so that the government-fixed price would be, like 
other regulated prices only a maximum price. 

Mr. Shostak promised to consider the matter, appointed a 
committee, which duly submitted a report — which duly 
gathered dust. When Mr. Raz decided to prod the authorities 
Into action by formally contravening the law and reduced 
prices, action— or perhaps "reaction" — was promptly evoked. 

The. Association of Pharmacists rose up in arms, fired off 
cables to various ministers, from the Prime Minister down, call- 
ed a press conference and threatened to suspend their 
agreements with the medical funds for the dispensation of 
medicines to their members. 

The pharmacist, they argued, is not engaged in commerce, 
but provides a professional service. Health, even life itself, is in 
his hands. He must, they said, be guaranteed peace of mind to 
perform this vital service, which nowadays consists mostly of 
the dispensation of factory-made drugs, without having to look 
fearfully over his shoulder to see whether someone is undercut- 
ting his livelihood. 

With all due respect to the m agisters of pharmacy, these 
arguments apply equally to the garage mechanic or to the elec- 
trician, not to speak of the physician. Yet none of them, who also 
hold life In their hands, have their fees protected by minimum 
prices fixed by government. 

However, silly as these arguments in favour of a cosy, if 
minor, cartel are, they persuaded the Jerusalem district phar- 
macist, Magister Albert Cohen, to order Alba pharmacies, by 
hand-delivered letter, to cease and desist forthwith. As a law- 
abiding citizen, Mr. Raz duly complied. 

Mr. Shostak, possibly not rememberag that he had appointed 
a committee a year ago, decided to appoint another — tills time, 
a public committee. Meanwhile, the cartel is being upheld. 

One would hope that, at least, on such a relatively minor 
issue, common sense would prevail over lethargy and the 
protection of vested interests. A government, committed to 
economic liberalism, should surely welcome any attempt, 
however small, to Increase competition and to reduce prices 
somewhere, when the only direction in which prices have been 
going is upwards.-

"DECONSTRUCTION" is the 
latest fad In literacy criticism, as 
.those who follow such trends are 
aware. One wonders whether, in 
some transferred sense. It could not 
apply to governments and their 
policies too. 

Israel used to make real efforts to 
construct for Itself rational policies 
within the country's diplomatic and 
economic means. But is it clear to 
anyone how these policies are 
shaped today, who shapes them, or ■ 
how the ordinary citizen is expected 
to know what they are? It Is as dis- 
concerting as the new lingo In the 
literary reviews. 

Economic policy Is one thing. It is 
symptomatic of a general disorder 
— and who understands economics 
anyway? (David Ben-Gurion never 
even pretended he did or could — 
which 1s why he made sure he had 
w excellent ministers of finance.) 

Foreign policy, however, la a 
different matter. There Is no reason 
why it should be muddled or mud- 
dled. People believe, rightly or 
wrongly, that If only it were set out 
for them coherently, they would be 
capable of understanding. They 
might disagree with what they were 
told, but at least they would know 
what lt was they were disagreeing 
with. 

Some of us remember that in 1971 
President Anwar Sadat, not long 
after he came to power in Egypt, 
'signalled his readiness to discuss 
peace with Israel. There was no one 
in the Israel cabinet at the time to 
respond (this was Golds Meir's 
government still), so nothing came 
of it. It book a Tom Kippur War and 
much else before the message got 
through. 

Now, early this month, signals 
came in again, this time from 
Crown Prince Fahd and Prince Ab- 
dullah of Saudi Arabia. The 
response was immediate: yes, by 
all means, let. the crown prince 
come to the Knesset as President 
Sadat had done, “and maybe he'll 
bring a little oil with him.'' 

The whole of Israel heard and 
saw this on television. I would 
wager . that any sensitive viewer 
was shocked — and not only at the 
tone, which was facetious (to put it 
no worse). The princes at once 
clammed up and climbed down.

“In every discussion, the integri- 
ty and unity of the party must be 
guaranteed and this can be achiev- 
ed by a comradely style of discus- 
sion In the spirit of the movement, 
by the establishment of an 
organization dedicated to ideals 
and by the maintenance of the 
democratic process In reaching 
decisions." 

Mark Segal attributes too much 
importance to the 'unfounded ac- 
cusations of the Young Guard of 
Jerusalem, according to which Kib- 
butz Hameuhad is planning to 
revive Ahdut Ha'avoda and is in- 
vesting Its resources in support of 
Rabin instead of helping poor town 
branches.

Israel’s foreign policy is being incompetently formulated 
and clumsily implemented, writes WALTER EYTAN. 


Surely It would have been more 
politic not to react at all. If this wa a 
the only reaction of which we were 
capable? Or perhaps, someone 
should have reminded the govern- 
ment, before it opened its mouth, of 
Sadat's missed signal of nine years 
ago? 

NOT A FEW Israelis must have, 
been disturbed, too, by their 
government's reaction to the EEC 
leaders’ Venice declarati o n of June 
13. All we heard — from the prime 
minister himself, 'again on tele vi- 
sion — was an emotion-laden out- 
pouring ' of indignation. It could 
have been a cogently reasoned 
"yes, but”; instead, it was a 
violently worded “no, because.” 

This, at best, is poor diplomatic 
practice. It was good to learn later 
that the government's statement 
would have been even more 
“deconstructive" had the foreign 
minister, in the cabinet debate, not 
managed to get some nee<Bessly 
offensive phrasing suppressed. Mr. 
Yitzhak Shamir- was doing hiz duty 
and we may ^wlsh him inore 
strength. 

Everyone Is asking these' days 
how long the government can last, . 
and there are not. a few who wish 
openly that It may fall soon.ln the 
field of Israel's external relations 
this would not make much 
difference for a long time. [Elec- 
tions in this country always. take 
many months to prepare, probably 
half a year at least, and the same 
government would meanwhile 
carry on as a “caretaker" ad- 
ministration. And lame duck 
though it be, It would still have to 
“transact current aflalra,"aa the 
term goes. 

Current affairs certainly include 
the autonomy talks, and it might 
for these to go on, even if for Awhile 
(possibly until the U.8. elections)- 
they move ahead no faster than the 
duck can limp. But not by any 
stretch of the term, one would say, 
could “current affairs" cover the 
setting up of 10 new settlements on 
the West Bank, as promised by. 


Prime Minister Me nahem Begin. It 
will always be tempting for a 
government in ita . closing stages to 
create fait* aeeomptis — to show 
there is life in it yet (hobble though 
constitutionally it must) , to prepare 
the ground for the future In case it 
is re-elected, and to embarrass its 
successor if it Is not 

THEBE IS a wealth of creative- 
thinking in this country, and of self- * 
searching too, when It comes to 
Israel's international posture, its 
truly vital interests, and the 
dangers that face It All the time 
there are congresses and seminars, 
led by active symposlarc h a and 
attended often by distinguished 
scholars from abroad. There are 
lectures,' papers, analyses, 
arguments, discussions, ''syntheses, 
conclusions — but little contact 
with the reality of what the govern- 
ment Is doing, or seeming to do. 

Every other liberal democracy In 
the world makes use of independent 
“think-tanks," of the knowledge to 
be found In universities, of the ex- 
perience accumulated by its 
diplomats, of what Is being written 
and published -elsewhere. Has the, 
government of Israel ever set up 
any consultative machinery of this 
kind? Has it ever paid much atten- 
tion to anyone outside its own 
rank*? Does it know everything. 
Itself? 

In the columns of newspapers and 
the corridors of the Knesset you can 
pick up the most varied, sometimes 
the wildest, opinions. I have heard 
the West Bank settlements defend- 
ed on the exclusive (surely 
deconstructive) ground that they 
are. cunningly, a manoeuvre to 
focus foreign anti-Israel sentiment 
on them, and so divert it from the 
more painful, 'lees tractable 
problem of Jerusalem. If this is so. 
It has hardly succeeded (see what is 
happening in the. UN), and the 
settlements may as well be dis- 
mantled before any more money, so 
badly needed these days, is lavish- 
ed on them. 

I haVe heard people declare 


.categorically that “you can’t trust 
Sadat." Can you trust Sadat? How 
are you to know? The question is 
anyway Irrelevant. (Can you 
“trust" Begin, or Peres, or anyone, 
or yourself?) People will ask such 
questions only because they feel 
something is wrong, but they don't 
know what, and the government is 
not telling' them. 

NO ONE HAS ever explained why It 
is the interior minister should be 
Israel’s -main negotiator on 
autonomy, nor indeed why the 
negotiators should be ministers at 
all; People imagine it has, 
something to do with coalition 
politics, and quite likely it has. The 
proper method of conducting 
negotiations Is lor the government 
to draft clear directives and leave 
the drudgery and argy-bargy, to ex- 
perienced officials. There will 
always be time! for ministers to 
come In. at the end and reap the 
laurels. 

In 1978. the government could 
without disgrace have disavowed 
diplomats and civil servants 11 they 
had failed to stick to Instructions. 
Having to disavow two of its senior 
ministers was needlessly 
"deconstructive” to Its own 
prestige — and no wonder if finally 
Mas he Dayan and Ezer Welz man 
could stand it no longer.' Our 
minister of the interior, not directly 
responsible for either foreign af- 
fairs or defence, may well feel 
more at ease in the role for which 
he has been cast. Each minister, 
like every man, has naturally his 
own perceptions, and you should 
not blame him. 

The whole world -these days is so 
Inured to paradox and ridicule, also 
to tragedy, that we should not ex- 
pect Israel to be an exception. 
Television newscasts everywhere 
-last week showed the matronly 
Greek actress, swathed In priestly 
robes, wbo lit the “flame of peace” 
at Olympia in the Peloponnese. The 
lady was flanked by 12 young girls 
described as “vestal virgins." Did 
anyone laugh at the Graeco-Roman 


anachronism any more than they 
cried at the thought that this, 
"flame of peace" was to be carried 
to Moscow* of all places — at the’ 
height of the Soviets' sustained 
aggression against Afghanistan? 

The priestess Invoked the bless- f 
ing of pagan Zeus (whom true 
vestals would have called on 
Jupiter). Would It not have been 
more to the point if she bad sought 
to mollify his son Ares (Man to the 
virgins), the god of war? 

But no one laughed and no one 
cried, and the Russians anyway ' 
would scarcely have got the hint, let 1 
alone taken it. If anyone laughs or,* 
cries when the flame reaches the 
Olympic stadium on July 19, he will ( 
soon be strong-armed and hustled , 

away. 

IN ISRAEL today, when It cornea to 
our international affairs, there Is 
less laughter than there ere tears. 
If anyone is laughing, he would 
have to have a weird sense of 
humour, and I have yet to meet 
him. But perhaps the tears should' 
not be overdone either. We have not 
distinguished ourselves in the 
handling of our foreign affairs, but 
haw anybody else? If anyone has, so 
far. It Is Anwar Sadat, of whom 
President Jimmy Carter said wrily 
that he was glad he was not running . 
for the presidency of the United 
States. Sadat has succeeded In pro- 
jecting an image of himself world-- ' 
wide as an accomplished 
statesman. No one in Israel has, 
since the days of Ben-Gurion. 

Hypothetically, it should not be j. 
too late for our government .to 
retrieve some of the high hopes '■ 
with which the public launched it on - 
Its way In June 1977. But as the j 
months have dragged by. this has | 
appeared less and less likely, and? 
few of us retain much In the way of 
illusions. This Is perhaps just as 
well, since it is best to face the 
situation as it Is — and ask 
ourselves in all honesty what wet 
have done with that brave flame of *' 
peace which was lit in the Knesset ; 
on a luminous November day two '' 
and-a-half years ago.
